The Tint esporionees,irt spoor inn.where 
he was left alone in a room infested by 
vermin, found onr runaway sobbing and 
crying for the home nest and his mother. 

He grew a little braver with the day snd 
by the evening be had learnt much that was 
evil and found himself drawn into the iuti- 
maoy of drinkers and bad. godless men.who 
took him away from Switzerland by quick 
stages. In France, a telegram followed 
him with the news that bis father tt=s 
dying.but be found that his employer would 
accept no excuse for a homeward journey, 
sorrow touched the heart of a man who

and he offered to let him go and playinthe 
street aud try to collect money for his fare.

Gustavo, the gentle little lad. who had 
clung to his mother in babyhood, and when 
crippled and bleeding near the cart wheel.

Ho became violent, reckless. He was 
„at into prison for hevingatruek • woman 
with his ecutoh in a fit of drunken passion. 
Having learnt no trade, and never worked 
with his hands, be earned his living by 
loafing about in cafes, where he amused 
the habitues by his iw4 <b pmtidigiia- 
ton and his witty wcitatious, while his 
own heart was heavy and dark with 
and guilt. 

He married in Geneva, and led his little
